Mary Jones is an American, a native of this 
city, thirty years old, (if we remember right¬ 
ly, we never knew but one or two women 
older than that.) and lias been six years a 
widow. 

In her voting years she was taught ihe 
use of tier hands, not by a mother, for her 
she never knew, and now she knows no re¬ 
lative, but by others; mid used them in the 
families ofPreserved Fish aud Whitubread 
Hicks, in this city. 

At fifteen she went to Florida with the 
family of Henry Bond, aud afterward with 
Major Richard Hayward, wealthy planters 
of Tallahassee. She was married lo Mr. 
Jones in this ciiy, and went with him lo 
Pensacola, where lie served in capacity of a 
clerk in a store,and where he died s x yeas 
ago, leaving her poor, with two children, aud 
enciente with a third, born after her return 
in this city. 

“Here,” says site, “1 have struggled and 
made out to live, God knows how, ever since. 

I used to go out Jo days works when that 
little girl was an infant, and leave her at 
home in the cradle with those little hoys, too 
small themselves to be left alone, and I used 
to come home or have her brought to me to 
nurse, and this 1 could do and did so wil¬ 
lingly while my strength lasted. Then I got 
some good washing, not such dirty clothes 
a? these, and then 1 got along pretty well 
while I had work ; hut,oh, dear, when I had 
none, only those like me know how l have 
suffered. I have always paid my rent, and 
kept decent clothes on my children, but 1 j 
have often got up in the morning when I had ! 
to whip the children to make them be still | 
and not cry for bread, which 1 had not and 
could not get for them until 1 had earned or 
gone out to collect some money already 
earned, mid 1 have often worked all day 
without eating myself. Often 1 had lo pawn 
my only decent dress, to get food ; and some¬ 
times eveiy thing that I could spare has h en 
pledged. Tills plain gold ring has been 
.up f don’t know liovv often ; it lias cost me 
a great many times its value lo redeem it. 
But I could not see my children suffer. And 
I have tried my best to keep them out of the 
street and send them to school. Bill, oil, 
dear!” 

•‘You have no stove, how do you manage 
to cook and wash by that little furnace? 

“Indeed, sir, it is bad enough ; I was sick 
last summer, and 1 could not pay my rent, 
and 1 pawned my stove to a woman for $2, 
and when I got the money aud went to re¬ 
deem it, she swore I sold it to her.

Japanese Expedition. 

The Washington Sentinel publishes a se¬ 
ries of extracts from letters purporting to lie 
sent from a distinguished officer of thb flee.t 
commanded by Commodore Perry, to his 
wife, who is n resident of Washington.— 
These extracts give a graphic picture of the 
Commodore in his intercourse with the brave 
Japanese. We are sure our readers will pe¬ 
ruse the following selections from them with 
interest. 

THE AMERICAN SQUADRON IX THE HARBOR ) 
OF JEDDO. 

Friday, July 8, 1853. j 
“’Tis distance lends enchantment to the ! 
view.” Here vve are in the Imrbnr < f Jtddo, 
after running over nearly 30,000 miles of va¬ 
rious seas aud various climes—here tit an¬ 
chor four miles higher up the hay than Ims 
ever yet anchored ship earing Christian 
flag. We anchored at 3 P. M.. and soou 
large bouts, rowed cheerily with about twen¬ 
ty men, and in each some mandarins or gen¬ 
tlemen with two swords, neat and well 
diessed, came swarming off with determi¬ 
nation tell to come on hoard, demand the 
names, the nation, and the intention of the 
four craft thus coming boldly in, in joy and 
calm. They, were met with a wave of the 
hand, and “'kept off, no one allowed to cotne 

clustered together and insisted upon admit¬ 
tance. At lust, a voice said in Dutch, “do 
you speak Hollandese ?” Soou the Commo¬ 
dore’s clerk, Mr. Postman, was iu high 
confab. 

After much persuasion on their part, and 
their insisting that one of them was a high 
mandarin, the Commodore ordered me to 
put On my uniform and to receive him and 
the interpreter on hoard in the cabin, and to 
represent himself, saying that our mission is 
a friendly one. We are the hearers of a let¬ 
ter from the President sf the United States 
to liis Majesty of Japan ; that it was neces¬ 
sary to send on board a high mandarin lo re- 
ceivUrthis letter, and the soottpr the bettor. 
Again, I was to insist upon it that boats 
should not lie, by the hundred, near and 
mound our ships, tints guarding and watch¬ 
ing us as had been their custom. (The Co¬ 
lumbus and Vincennes having from five hun¬ 
dred to one thousand boats around them 
constantly, all linked together.) That we 
would not submit to this, hut would drive, 
them off. Here you have the basis of my 
instructions. Thus armed, 1 took Mr. Man¬ 
darin and interpreter, with my two interpre¬ 
ters, Mr. Williams, in Chinese, aud Mr. 
Postman, in Dutch, into the cabin 

Alter being seated a moment, Mr. Manda¬ 
rin arose, made a salaam a la Jappanest, and 
then extending his hand, we shook hands; 
then seated ourselves, using Mr. Postman as 
interpreter, as the Japanese interpreter spoke 
Dutch fluently. 1 thus openedTell the 
Lieutenant Governor (for such was the Man¬ 
darin) that' I am the aid of our cliiel, the 
admiral, and ain instructed to speak for him. 
We have cotne here on a friendly mission, 
with friendly intentions, to deliver n letter 
front the President of the United States to 
your sovereign, die Emperor of Japan ; that 
die letter is ready for delivery by 9 o’clock 
to- morroyv, to any Mandarin sufficiently high 
to receive it.” lo this was replied: “It 
must be referred to higher powers to know 
who can receive the letter ” 1 then asked, 

“ How long will it take 


others in Those waters. “When will the 
others come!” “I don’t know; it depends 
upon the answer to the letter.” “What are 
the contents of the letter ?” “Tell him, sir, 
that the letter is from the President to the 
Emperor of Japan, and it would he most 
indelicate in me to inquire into its contents,” 
This rebuke was received iu an apologetic 
manner, and this questioning drepjied. I 
then again alluded to the boats which were 
still clustering around our ship mid the other 
ships ; told him it was absolutely necessary 
that they should lie kept off; that this must 
lie done. “We shall i be sorry, with our 
kind and friendly feelings to von. to do yon 
any harm, or to come into col isi >ti with 
you ; hut, if yon do not order your boats off. 
we shall lire into them and drive (hem off. 
Our boats are now arrited and ready and we j 
cannot allow yob more than fifteen minutes ) 

to give your orders and to keep them off. At 

the end of that lime you must suffer.” 

Mr. Mandarin went out, told this to the 
boats, sent word to the other boats, and came 
in. “Now I must have an answer. What 
have you decided about the boats?” “I have 
ordered iheui oflTr.unaH the ships, and with 
orders only to communicate with this.’ 
“Yes, from all the ships;and if any come 
around you, send word to the governor, and 
he will punish them.” Thus was this point, 
never before yielded, conceded. After a 
few more remarks, 1 bowed Mr. Mandarin 
off. and a wav he want onshore, taking the 
boats off with him. ****** 
HESITATION OF THE JAPANESE GOVERNOR. 

Iii aliout one hour after the mardnr'm left, 

I again received him with directions not to 
palaver much. In a long, windy set speech, 
lie said that the governor did.not feel hintsell 
justified in receiving the letterjfrom the Pres¬ 
ident lo the Emperor—that lie had not the 
power—that Nagasaki was the place lor the 
conduct ol i*ll foreign nfliiirs—that it was 
not Japanese custom—that indeed the gov¬ 
ernor was much bothered to think why four 
ships should have come together—that lie 
appreciated very highly the great trouble we 
had taken to come so very far to deliver the. 
letter, but that he could not receive it. To 
which 1 replied : “ I he distance to be sure, 

was vei v long and we bad conic a great way 
—that we could not think of going to Nagas¬ 
aki—that the letter was ati important one, 
and that our President lift! ordered us to 
deliver it as near the city of Jeddo as possi¬ 
ble ,• therefore we were here, ami I trusted 
that the h-tter would be received in the 
morning.” 

To this he answered—“No one here, 
can receive it. It would bring harm upon 
him—Nagasaki is the the only place—that 
he did not believe if the' letter was received 
that the Emperor would answer it.” To 
tliis I replied : “Does your governor dare 
to take upon himself the responsibility to 
refuse lo receive a letter written to his sov¬ 
ereign, and to forward it to him ? It is u very 
grave responsibility to refuse to receive the

At this point l went out, and 
referred this new phrase of the discussion to 
the commodore, and by his order I broke 
up the interview, telling him “that it the 
governor did not send off for the letter 
in the morning we would ourselves deliver 
it iu the town ot Orogmiia. He was latlitA 
taken attack by this decision, and requested 
permission to come off in the morning. To j 
it I is 1 assented. He tliell took his leave. 
Before going off, lie stepped buck to our 
long gun alt, which is all clear, and showing 
its massive proportions, and examining it, 
said, looking interrogatorily, “Paixlian," It 
lie lias an acquaintance with “Paixlian,” 1 
trust it is from reading and not practice. 

At six o’clock the next morning I was 
called on deck to receive the mandarin ; so 
•1 dressed hurriedly and went up. There 
was the same story, but he proposed to send 
to Jeddo for permission. We gave him un¬ 
til Thursday, at 12 o’clock, saying, “if the 
letter was not received we would regard it 
as on iusttlt to the President, and act accord¬ 
ingly.”

THE HARBOR OF JEDDO SURVEYED. 

July 17. I left off by telling you that we 
had given Tezimon, governor, or highest 
authority in Uraga, or, by his other title, “the 
learned scholar who rides,” until Thursday 
at 12 o’clock, to get an answer from Jeddo 
loom- propositions ; that is, that the copies 
of the letter and credentials, with a letter of 
tile Commodore's inclosed, were to be re¬ 
ceived by a high mandarin, accredited by 
1 his master to receive them On'Mondtiy we 
| were to receive information from him ot the 
j advancement of matters. Ou that morning 
he came oft quite pleased, and sard that he 
1 thought the letters would be received. By

He told us that the 
letters would be received ; tlmt the Emper¬ 
or was going to send down a high Prince 
and a councillor to' take them. “When ?” 
“On dav after to-morrow. We are putting 
up a new bouse to receive yott.nnd it cannot 
he ready before then; nor will the Prince 
be down until to-morrow.” It was now that 
wc understood that they expected to receive 
the letter of the President, and the Commo¬ 
dore's letter of credence, instead of the 
copies of which it was the intent on to send 
first, reserving the last in hopes of forcing 
an interview at Jeddo. This was explained 
to them, when the change that came over 
them was plain. They persisted that they 
had understood that the letters were to be 
received, not the copies. The fear ot the 
permission to rip himselfup,(the Hari-Hnsi,) 
was evident in his face; yet the Com¬ 
modore jiersisted in this point, am! we send 
him off to givo notice to higher power that 
such was the fact. 

In the afternoon he again came, and the 
Commodore at last agreed to deliver the 
originals, and at the place fixed upon.. 
DELIVERY OF THE PRESIDENT'S LETTER. 

Thursday, July 34. Early in the morn¬ 
ing wc dropped our steamers down, and as 
near in ns possible. The bay is nearly cir¬ 
cular, with two small forts on each point of 
the entrance. We went off in our lionts, 
(iu all,) officers, landsmen, mariners, 428 
strong, armed to the teeth, each man car¬ 
rying with him the lives of five Japanese, 
it was a beautiful sight ns we pulled iu. We 
were in sight of a hundred armed Japanese 
boats, with banners flying, averaging twen¬ 
ty-five men each; then on the shores ahead 
were stretched lines of painted cloths, var¬ 
ious mottoes, lor a full mile in length—arm¬ 
ed men, and cavalry and artillery iu front, 
and human figures thick in the rear. On 
advanced our hoots, and our little band 
landed, drew up in line, and formed in all, 
on shore, three hundred and fifty men* leav¬ 
ing eighty in the boats. 

The Commodore and staff then lauding 
we formed a close line, anti, to the tune of 
“Hail Columbia,” with the American flog 
proudly waving over us, we marched up to 
the council house. There we halted, our 
little band drew up, mid thus, .with twenty 
feet between us, face to face, stood the sons 
of America and the troops of Japan. We 
went into the council house, where sat tho^ 
Twirou” 1 Proudly we walked iii and’"bowed 
in our way, which was returned by the com¬ 
missioner, rising and bowing. We were 
then seatend. Thus we delivered the cre¬ 
dentials, and, after a few words, we with¬ 
drew, formed our line, and to tins tune of 
“Hull Columbia” and “Yankee Doodle” re¬ 
turned to our boats. Wc were accompan¬ 
ied off by Tezimon and other mandarins, and 
got under wav, and stood up in the bay. 
We went within eight miles of Jeddo, carry¬ 
ing plenty’of water, but could aee nothing 
of the city. _ _

My Dear Shu:—Of the ravages of the 
small pox l doubtless spoke in my last. The 
Polynesian, of July 23d, brought us the re¬ 
port that during the weekending July 22 
there hud been 628 new cases, and 216 
uiths. This was an item of ne ws sufficient¬ 
ly sad, but the same number brought us oue 
more startling aud painful. It seems that on 
the evening of July 18, a large and enthusi¬ 
astic meeting ofthe foreign residents of Ho¬ 
nolulu convened at the Court House lo take 
into consideration the state ot things in re¬ 
ference to the terrible maladyrtiovv in the 
midst of the city, and lo devise some means 
whereby to stay its progress. A l u ge Com¬ 
mittee was appointed, of which all the phy¬ 
sicians of the place were members ex officio 
to report at an adjourned meeting on the 
subject nintter. On the next evening this 
Committee reported n series of good resolu¬ 
tions, and, had the matter ended here, good 
would have resulted. But oue of the phy¬ 
sicians, who, it is-said, had a distant pique 
against Dr. Judd, one of the King’s minis¬ 
ters, offered aud read a series of resolutions 
touching the policy of the King’s Minister of 
Finance, Dr. Judd, aud Iris Minister of Pub¬ 
lic Instruction ; but a motion to adjourn sine 
die prevailed ere action could be taken on 
the resolutions.

They have a Sunday 
School of 150 to 200 scholars. A library of 
516 volumes, carefully selected. Adult’s li¬ 
brary, 325 volumes. Over 200 have attended 
the Girl’s Sewing School. He has sent 28 
vagrant children to good homes in the coun¬ 
try within the year, and 100 others had ap¬ 
plied,— a capital plan.

Free Democratic Platforms. 

We have long entertained tlie -design of ex¬ 
hibiting more in detail than heretofore the true 
Character and import of that unequalled-chart 
of civil government, adopted by the Free De¬ 
mocracy of ihe United States, at Pittsburg, 
Aug. 11 and 13, 1852. Much as it has been 
read, and tacitly assented to by the country, 
without a serious attempt, so far as we know, 
to controvert it, still we doubt whether its high 
morality, and free, beneficent statesmanship 
have been duly considered. We have thought 
that Free Democrats themselves did not. always 
see clearly the comprehensiveness of their own 
principles ; and no greater service can well he 
done for our cause outside of our party than to 
make our principles more folly known, for they 
hut. embody the enlightened sentiments of the 
American people. 

We ought to know what that platform is, for 
we were on the Committee to prepare it—the 
Secretary of that Committee—and on a sub¬ 
committee of two thoroughly to revise it; and 
besides originally. writing some parts of it, 
every word was most carefully studied. We 
also had the benefit of over a whole day’s dis¬ 
cussion of it in general Committee, and much 
of another day in convention. ■ SuSh were our 
advantages, which we venture for certain rea- 


In general, the design was to draw an out¬ 
line of Just Government under the Constitu¬ 
tion. It was not the intention merely to avow 
a policy with reference to a single question, of 
whatever magnitude. The Liberty Party was 
right in insisting almost exclusively on its 
Great Question till it should secure thoroughly 
the attention of the country. That having 
been in a good degree accomplished, the party- 
become larger, and asking now more directly 
the administration of the Federal Government, 
it was considered to be our duty and our wis¬ 
dom to make a Platform as broad in principle 
as the field of that government’s activities, and 
specific in reference to its important duties of 
the .present time. Where other parties dared 
not tread, it boldly took its positions with a 
firmness and dignity becoming its high charac¬ 
ter and aims. 

Whoever, therefore, calls this a party of “ one 
idea,” is either.nn ignoramus ora deceiver. No 
party ever covered a wider field, none ever of 
fered the country an outline of government so 
comprehensive, so far-reaching, so jnst. » 

Nor should free soil men themselves be afraid 
of their own principles, in any .or all of their 
proper applications. We are committed, both 
by our moral principles, and the aim of our 
platform to All Just Government. Be the ques¬ 
tion what it may, lead ivherp it may, if it be 
really embraced within the range of Righteous 
Government, that question is ours; it is part of 
our Platform, arid we are bound to give it our 
hearty and unwavering support. To'say we 
dare not for fear we shall forget something 
else, or shall be run away with, is to confess 
our unfitness for the trust to which we aspire. 

And such a Platform was justly demanded 
by the people. They have a government to 
administer, of varied powers and duties; and 
they have, a right to demand the general prin¬ 
ciples and policy of a party asking their sup¬ 
port, touching all those subjects if they he 
thoso*of present action. 

Very true, some of these subjects are more 
important than others, like the question of 
Liberty, which far transcends all else; but 
that is no reason for repudiating,-or holding as 
a mere incident, any other pressing matter ly- 


so for fear we shall lose sight of superior things, 
I is simply to say we are incapable of adminis¬ 
tering government. If while a small party only 
we cannot hold a proper balance on govern¬ 
mental questions, how can we be relied on to 
do it with all the duties of that government on 
lour hands? There is no retreat. We must 
meet our responsibilities. All we can ask re¬ 
specting any question, is this : Is it a matter 
of necessary and just government ? If bo, it is 
ours, and we must so maintain it or forfeit our 
integrity. The same prineiples apply to both 
State and national questions. 

One other general remark. This Platform is 
honest. The practice of the old parties has 
become a fixed fact, to adopt in conventions 
those principles which are likely to secure the 
most voters at the next election. No matter 
whut they are—no matter whether they express 
the real views of those adopting them or not ; 
if useful to secure office, that is enough. This 
is now well understood by all who observe 
carefully. The moment the measure ceases to 
be useful party capital, it is at once thrown 
aside. Such is the public fraud played on the 
people. 

But the Platform of the Free Democracy 
bears the clear evidence of deep religious sin¬ 
cerity and earnestness—to be adhered to in 
fair weather or foul, in success or defeat. The 
people know just what the party is, and what 
it will be. We venture the declaration that 
the history of the world cannot show an asso¬ 
ciation of men who have more firmly adhered 
to the great principles of their faith, than have 
the political anti-slavery men of this.country. 
And having a proud but most trying history of 
fourteen years of fidelity to offer m evidence, 
they have an unanswerable claim on the eonfi- 
dence of their countrymen. 

Preamble:— 

Having assembled in National Convention as 
the delegates of the Free Democracy of the 
United States, united by a common resolve to 
maintain Rights against Wrongs and Freedom 
against Slavery ; confiding in the intelligence, 
the patriotism and the discriminating justice of 
the American People; putting our trust in God 
for the triumph of our cause, and invoking his 
guidance in our endeavors to advance it, we 
now submit to the candid judgment of all men 
the following declarations of principles and 
measures. 

The name “ Free Democracy” was used be¬ 
cause the word democracy is the only one in 
the language which signifies just what we 
mean— a government/or the people, all of them, 
and by the people. It is the term the world 
over by which the friends of such government 
are known, and it expresses the real prineiples 
of the American People. The expletive Free 
was necessary to distinguish it from, the drive, 
“ democracy” of the country. It was objected 
that the name had been prostituted loo long 
for our use; but that objection would be as 
good against the government itself. The term 
was too valuable to be abandoned to tyranny, 
and meaning just what the Convention meant, 
it was adopted. Whigs have no right to ob¬ 
ject, for they have ever sought to obtain the 
use of it. 

«To maintain Rights against Wrongs,” 
shows the comprehensiveness of the design. 
All “Rights,” everything just and lawfully 
within the reach of constitutional power, the 
party pledged itself to maintain ; and every po¬ 


tions relate more distinctly to the federal gov¬ 
ernment, some—like that of temperance—are 
more properly State questions, and were left to 
be carried out by State action. No matter 
how gigantic the Wrong, nor how helpless the 
Right, this party nobly vowed to grapple with 
the one, and defend the other.

The Wisest Course. 

The friends of freedom have not failed to 
observe the fact, that during a j ear or two 
past Free Democratic members of Congress and 
State Legislatures have been rather silent on 
the subject of liberty. There are indeed times 
more favorable to aetio'n than others, and indi¬ 
vidual freedom of opinion as to times and me¬ 
thods should be respected by the advocates or 
freedom. Modest men, thrown into such po¬ 
sitions, are likely to leel diffident, and some¬ 
times they are not accustomed to public speak¬ 
ing and debate. T1 ere may also he a reluc- 
breast the opposition which controls 


such bodies, and 
he awaited till all oconsions are passed. 

After all these considerations are allowed, 


we believe the opinion is general that a mo 
aggressive policy should he pursued. Reason 
and wish as we may, there is no reformatory 
progress without agitation. It may be by 
others, while we calmly look on and think the 
reform goes itself. But it is a mistake.— 
Other and bolder men are toiling and strug¬ 
gling, whiie we float upon a current thus crea¬ 
ted, perhaps finding fault with them for want 
of more wisdom. 

It is chiefly to the policy of such men as J. 
Q Adams, Giddings and Hale that the cause 
has been, forced so far into the arteries of po¬ 
litical life. 

If occasions do not come they must be 
made. Legitimate opportunities enough can 
be found in any legislative body, if carefully 
watched, to bring up the cause—not as a hobby, 
but as a great commanding principle and pur¬ 
pose of public life. 

Slavery,, through its sentinels, always finds 
occasions enough in one form or another; why 
should liberty be less fortunate: More than a 
dozen issues could be fairly raised with slavery 
almost any day in our State Legislature; and 
we do not think that whole sessions ought to 
pass in silence on the -subject For what do 
we labor to send men there, if we have no 
cause there to be promoted ? It 
courage hut that should not be i 
in Congress; and although greater’difficulties 
surround free men there, still they must be 
boldly mastered, and the country made to feel 
the power of truth as if only can be from that 
position. 

We rejoice, as we think the whole body of 
the party will, to know that the free Senators 
and Representatives in Congress intend to acta 
bolder and more aggressive part on tyranny 
than heretofore. Instead of weakening their 
position with the people it will strengthen it. 
So the experience of Mr Adams, Mr, Gid¬ 
dings, and Mr. Hall? and others shows. And 
the same policy will, we doubt not, be adopted 
in State Legislatures. Our able body of free¬ 
men in the next Legislature will be heard from

Turkey and Russia. 

Another arrival has been due for several 
days, and intense anxiety exists to receive its 
intelligence. Affairs now stand thus The 
Turkish forces had crossed the Danube at three 
points, and several conflicts had taken place, in 
all of which the Turks had been victorious. 
Their brilliant achievements have surprised the 
World. The last battle repotted appeals to 
have been severe and bloody—that at Olte- 
nitza. The cannonade was kept up from mid¬ 
night of the 1st Nov. till daylight of the 3d, 
when the Turkish ammunition became ex¬ 
hausted. The whole Turkish army then 
charged with bayonet and sabre, scattering the 
enemy at all points. It is said that 1200 Rus¬ 
sians, perhaps many more, were left-fallen on the 
field, and the rest driven back on Bucharest, 
their main position. Terrible havoc was made 
with Russian officers, 8 guns were taken, and a 
number ol high officers. The Turks rested on 
the victorious field. 

The Turks were but 9000 strong, the Rus 
sians three times tha'. 

Here the account ends, but rumors are that 
the Russians returned to the assault with in¬ 
creased force, the Turks would also be strong¬ 
ly re inforced, and lhat a still bloodier battle 
has been fought, but with most contradictory 
results. Here we must await the next arrival.

Austin Willey, Esq., Portland Inquirer. 

My Dear Sir:- I find, on obtaining the Po¬ 
lynesian, of the 17th inst., that “ All Ihe.mem- 
bers of the Cabinet resigned their Comrais- 
sions-on the 3d instant,” and that on the 6th 
His Majesty re-appointed all the late ministers, 
excepting Dr. Judd, in whose place he appoint- ; 
ed Elisha H. Allen, Esq , late U. S. Consul. 
Mr. Allen we all esteem, though the reasons 
for dropping Mr. Judd are not apparent. If 
the King did so at the suggestion, and to ap- I 
pease the anger of unreasonable and wicked 
men, 1 for one am much concerned. He has 
given a bad precedent ; one which will cause 
him not a little trouble, I apprehend. We 
shall see. 

You will like to hear what movements the 
authors of the excitement made on the dismis- 
O.nl of Mr. Gad they been men “ good 

and true,” men seeking the peace of the land 
especially at such a time as this, now that 
God's judgments are abroad in the land, they 
would have remained quiet. Bat their con¬ 
duct shows that they are. neither “ good men, 
nor true,” that they “ neither fear God nor re¬ 
gard men.”

An American “Madiai” Case! 

There is nothing in old world tyranny which 
finds not an aggravated parallel in new world 
tyranny. The Madiai were imprisoned in Tus¬ 
cany for circulating the Bible, and now Mrs. 
Margaret Douglass is gent to prison in America 
for learning poor children to rend il I This is 
to accompany our brUgging glorifications the 
world over. Think of that, ye soporific com¬ 
promisers with satan. Her.- is an account from, 
the Norfolk News of the trial of an American 
Woman —and a nobler the records of heroism 
can scarcely find. Behold her, ye northern 
cringing serviles, and blush. 

“As she entered the court room and took her 
seat among the attorneys at the bar, a most 
profound sensation ivas created, and an un¬ 
bounded curiosity to obtain a glimpse of the 
intreped female who could thus boldly en¬ 
croach upon the prerogatives hitherto reserved 
to-cents and pantaloons, was visible in every 
countenar.ee. The jury bad no sooner been 
emp innelled than the lady, without awaiting 
for the examination of witnesses, or the open¬ 
ing remarks of the attorney for the Common- 
wra th, proceeded, in a clear and melodious 
voice, to the consideration of the charges set 
foitli in the indictment. 

The surprise of the whole legal fraternity 
was so great at this sudden revolution in the 
time honored practice' of the courts, that she 
had progressed considerably ir

case before his honor recovered himself 
sufficiently to inform her that it would be more 
regular to suspend her remarks until after the 
examination of witnesses was concluded Tlie 
lady readily assented to the proposition of his 
honor, and the witnesses for the Common¬ 
wealth tvere called to the stand. 

On the part of the defence, the lady exam¬ 
ined several prominent and respectable wit¬ 
nesses, members of the church, for the purpose 
of showing that the practice of teaching blacks 
had been sanctified by the customs of the 
members of the different churches in the city, 
in having Sunday Schools for that purpose. 
It did not appear from the evidence of any of 
the gentlemen called upon by Mrs,. Douglkss, 
that thpv had actually- seen negroes taught 
from books in any of the Sunday Sehools of 
the city, but the fact, as staled by them, that 
nearly all of the negroes attending the Sunday- 
Schools could read, gave rise to a-violent sus¬ 
picion that many of the ladies and gentlemen 
of our city, moving in the higher circles of so¬ 
ciety, had been guilty of as flagrant a violation 
of the law as could be imputed to Mrs, Doug¬ 
lass and her daughter. 

At the conclusion of the evidence, the attor¬ 
ney for the Commonwealth kindly gave way 
for Mrs- Douglass to conclude her appeal to 
the jury, nhich was done on the part of that 
lady in a manner fhat Would have reflected 
credit on Miss Luey Stone, or any other mem¬ 
ber of the “strong-minded” sisterhood. She 
disdained to deny the- charge preferred against 
her, or to shirk Ihe responsibility in any way 
whatever, but gloried in the philanthropic du¬ 
ties in which she had been engaged. She de¬ 
nied, however, any knowledge of the existing 
laws upon the subject, and confidently expected 
that the jury would not pronounce her guilty, 
for having committed no other offence than 
that of being betrayed into error—if such it 
was—by what she had deemed distinguished 
precedents Having concluded her address, 
sho retired from the court, and the case was 
briefly concluded by the attorney for the Com¬ 
monwealth. 

The jury, on Friday, found the defendant 
guili v, and’ fined her one dollar. The judge, in 
passing sentence, according to statute, will 
condemn hor to imprisonment for not lessAhan 
sis months.” 

A few more such women would alone break 
down that baibarous law. Virginia prisons 
wont hold a dozen of them. But what a shame 
—gnawing—blistering shame to our country !— 
what a damning crime before high Heaven! 

And another development is not less painful. 
The case of the Madiai mother and daughters 
excited the indignant sympathy of the Chris¬ 
tian world. Even our cotton ministers m this 
country were shocked at such outrage on reli¬ 
gious liberty, contributions were taken up, elo¬ 
quence was taxed to the utmost, the religious

villi zeal—all in behalf of the 


Madiai, and against the papal Beast which had 
thus exhibited its deadly hatred of liberty. 

All right— but how now ? Shall we see the 
same zeal—the same indignation—the .same 
appeals ? Will the laud ring with anathamas 
of this tyranny ? Will it be warned for its life 
to beware of that cruel power which thus 
dares to send to prison a devoled child of God 
and an American Woman, simply for teaching 
poor children the Word of God ? 

Alas, alas! Scarcely will the religious com¬ 
munity hear of it—scarcely will a voice be 
uttered from influential sources—zeal for re¬ 
ligious liberty will have evaporated—pulpit and 
forum be silent except in denouncing “agita¬ 
tion,” and the charge of sham and cheat is to be 
burned anew into the dishonored brow of the 
church by the hand of infidelity ! Only a 
slight ripple is to be seen on the surface of the 
stagnant deep.

ADDRESS 


Delivered beiore the Cumberland County Agricultural 


Mr. President and Gcnllemm rf ike Agri¬ 
cultural and Horticultural Society : 
Some of the happiest and most inde¬ 
pendent men in the land, or in the world, 
are to be found in New England, who 
possess but a few acres of land, yet who 
keep it in a high state of cultivation. It 
costs such a man not half so much for 
seed, for labor, or for taxes, as lie olio 
half cultivates double the number of acres. 
By deep ploughing you bring within 
reach of plants a fresh soil which has 
not been exhausted of its"’ potash, lime 
and other elements which are readily 
soluble, and easily convertible into food 
for plants. 

In our climate the greatest difficulty 
with the farmer will e«er be to have his 
land sufficiently dry in spring for plough¬ 
ing. Whenever he can plough and har¬ 
row and cullivate in dry weather, he may 
be pretty sure of a good harvest. The 
clearing up of your forests and the ex¬ 
tensive cultivation of the soil ill your 
county has hai a tendency fo render the 
soil much drier than formerly. Streams 
which formerly carried mills, are no 
longer capable of furnishing water for 
that purpose. The sun mils of the high¬ 
est mountains in N England, are covered 
with peat bogs, saturated with water. 
Many of the best farms ill this county 
were originally swamps, but by draining 
and Cultivating, they have become ex¬ 
ceedingly valuable. 

If you have listened attentively to these 
remarks,! think you cannot fail to be con¬ 
vinced on one point, that there is but lit¬ 
tle danger of wasting manure whenever 
it is carefully incorporated with, the soil. 
No soil, except a pure sand, vvill allow 
manorial Substances to descend below the - 
reach of the roots of plants, provided it 
be rendered porous by deep ploughing and 
careful harrowing. 

Nature is not apt to allow anything use¬ 
less in her operations, and the more care¬ 
fully we study her in her works, the more 
probable will be our success in our attempts 
at imitation. 

Permit me, gentlemen, to propose a few 
questions to you from the Farmer’s Cat¬ 
echism, a little book full of searching 
truths, but which you have never yet seen, 
and nerer will see. 

Have you taught your boys how to 
graft and bud, so as to have all the variety 
of plums and cherries and peats and ap¬ 
ples; at a trilling expense ? Have you set 
out some shade trees to protect your house 
from the rays of the scorching summer 
sun ? Have you provided water for that 
other part of yourself without her being 
exposed to wet, and cold, and wind. 
Have you a good compost heap preparing 
thlg fall ? Do you, as did your fathers, 
throw away your waste brine, and soap 
suds, and refuse bones, as all useless ? Do 
you still keep that miserable, lank looking 
cow, or, have you crossed your breed and 
improved it? Do you make any extra 
provision for feed for yonr milch cows 
during the drought of summer? Are 
you willing to trust to a kind Providence 
a cask of lime or plaster ; or, are you still 
determined to shut your eyes to all pro¬ 
gress, and be content to plod your way 
through.life regardless of the thrift of 
your nearest neighbor f Are youstriving 
to make home cheerful and your family 
happy ? Are those boys learning anything 
in the science of farming, or are you en¬ 
deavoring to make a gentleman of that 
oldest one, because he is .an uncommon¬ 
ly bright boy ? Reverse your ideas on 
this point, gentlemen. If you have a 
downright blockhead for a boy, don’t try 
to make a farmer of him. He may stay 
and live, and even acquire property, till 
his threescore years and ten, but he can 
never make a skilful farmer. Make a 
doctor or a school-master of hint, if you 
please, but not a farmer. 

No business requires more shrewdness,or 
more knowledge, than that of a successful 
farmer. He must possess mechanical skill, 
lie must be shrewd in business. The 
vast domain of chemistry lies before him. 
In fact, he is a practical, experimental 
chemist in almost every operation pertain¬ 
ing to his calling. He must be able to 
exercise the coolest judgment -and fore¬ 
thought, or he will find his plans constant 
ly interfering and frustrating each other. 
On the other hand do not -mistake the 
character of that awkwardly looking and 
acting boy of yours. Beneath all this 
may be slowly but surely ripening, a noble 
mind and heart, which, at full manhood, 
will throw entirely into the shade an army 
of precocious, but short lived geniuses. 
Many a genius has returned to his fath¬ 
er’s house at the age of thirty, a prodigal, 
to find a shelter and beg a dollar, while ■ 
that apparently less promising boy now 
possesses a farm, an independent man. 

But I am not yet done with the cate¬ 
chism. Have you a good kitchen garden 
with all its varieties, so is to have your 
table loaded with its comforts and luxuries’ 
throughout the year, or, are you willing 
to live half-starved one half of the year 
for the want of these things ? But to be 
more particular. Have you a good as¬ 
paragus bed, so as to have something for 
your table as fresh and as good as green 
peas by the first of May ? Have you 
some good, roots of Rhubarb /or pies and 
sauce ? Do you take any pains to culti¬ 
vate the strawberry ! Do you prepare a 
cheap hot bed, so as to have some encum¬ 
bers and potatoes and tomatoes three weeks 
eariler, or do you prefer to go without 
such things, live on salt pork,& sow the 
seeds of scrofula in your children ? Bo 
yqu patronize a good agricultural paper, 
or are you still determined to bplieve that 
you know more than all the world beside? 
And have you written to the editor of the 
paper and informed him of a successful 
experiment you made-in raising wheat or 
beans or squashes, or anything else better 
than your neighbors ; or have you plead 
the foolish excuse that you are not accus¬ 
tomed to writing, and that your fingers 
are stiff, and you fear to expose yonr igno¬ 
rance ? Have you said anything to your 
neighbors about forming a Farmer’s Club 
in your school district or town,-during the 
long winters evenings-? Do you make any 
inquiry to ascertain whether any new 
productions can be cultivated in our cli¬ 
mate ? Have you planted the peach and j 
the pear where they ma y be sheltered 
from the storms of winter ? Have you 


I Are you making any addition to your 

permaiient/ences 7 and have you removed 

that rickety fence which you and- your 
neighbor live been so unhappy about, and 
put up a permanent one ? Have you 
been engaged a whole day in seed time 
on some trifling.-object, when you ought 
to have been employed on your most im¬ 
portant duties ? On the-other hand, have 
you been engaged largely in business, and 
entirely neglected the ten thousand little 
things that make up a farmer’s life ? I 
once heard it said, some twenty five years 
ago, that the Society of Shakers, who are 
always successful farmers, if not propaga¬ 
tors of the human family, never allow a 
single thing to go to waste. A useless 
rag, however small, was sure to find its 
way to the compost heap. It is economy 
in little things, combined with the most 
enlarged views in great things, that makes 
up the farmer’s catalogue of duties. But, 
have you set opt a row of shade or fruit 
trees on your line fences, especially on 
the highway? Why should not this 
society offer a premium to the man who 
shall transplant to the roadside the great¬ 
est number of trees, or to the association of 
me i who shall exhibit a continuous line 
a mile in length ? What could you do at 
so cheap a fate to render the appearance 
of your whole country most lovely 
What could be more lovely than to as- J 
' eend one of the little mountains that 
overlook your county, and see it. all che¬ 
quered over with a live hedge? Have 
you built a high fence to protect your gar¬ 
den from the cold northerly winds, and 
thus remove it several degrees to the 
south ? Have you reserved a flower plat 
for that othe r part of your existence, when 
she sighs to breathe the pure air of heaven ; 
or do you still half scold at her for wasting 
your land for such things, and still persist 
that she shall always be a miserable slave 
to the over-heated and debilitating air of 
the kitchen? You never knew, did you, 
that there is always something charming 
in the woman who loves a flower garden ? 
And, last, but not least in our interrogato¬ 
ries ; have you done your best to live at 
p eace with your neighbor, so as emphatic¬ 
ally to be void of offence toward God and man ? 

I am aware that some may exclaim, 
that these things will all do for the man 
who may possess capital. Capital! Gen¬ 
tlemen ; industry is capital. Not a ques¬ 
tion has been proposed, which is not with¬ 
in the .means of the poorest man who 
owns an acre of land. No class of men 
existing have the means of furnishing so 
much happiness to themselves at so trifling 
an expense as the faamer. During the 
long winter evenings, while the merchant 
is growing pain over his leger, while the 
shoemaker must be putting together a pair 
of shoes at a late hour to meet an engage- . 
ment, the wheelwright at his bench, the 
blacksmith at his forge, the man of letters 
at his books, the farmer closes his day’s 
work with the setting.sun, and has three 
or four hours of t ie evening for medita¬ 
tion, or intellectual improvement.' While 
the merchant or the physician is sighing 
for the time, when he may be released 
from the cares of his present occupation, 
and have the means to possess a small 
farm on which to spend the remainder of 
his day s in peaceful retirement, the far¬ 
mer at the very outset of his career, pos¬ 
sesses, and can, if he will, enjoy all these 
things.
